Four’ soldiers and two sailors were 
@ischarged ‘by Magistrate Cornelius 
Huth in Harlem Court yesterday fol- 


vs ’, lowing their arraigriment on charges of 


disorderly. conduct. 

The men were arrested as the result 
of a fight ‘which started at 110th Street 
and Fifth Avenue shortly after mid- 
night, where two Socialist Party meet- 
ings were in progress. There were 
about a dozen soldiers and sailors in 
the crowd that listened to the speakers, 
and several of them raised their voices 
fm protest at what they called a sedi- 
tious statement a speaker was alleged 
to have made. 

The soldiers and sailors surged up to 
the speaker and demanded that he 
make an apology for his statement. 
The rest of the crowd then took up 
the part of the speaker, and’ in a few 

, moments the meeting was a free-for-all 
fight, with the sailors and soldiers 
heavily outnumbered. The soldiers and 
sailors had received a severe drubbing 
when they decided to retreat, which 
they accomplished successfully by jump- 

' ing on passing automobiles. 

The soldiers and sailors had not given 
up the fight, however, for, scouring the 
neighborhood, they were soon joined by 
about twenty other uniformed men, and 
then, hiring taxicabs and automobiles, 
they paraded through the neighborhood 
in search of the Socialist headquarters. 

Followed by an ever-increasing crowd, 
they made their way to 1,540 Madison 
Avenue, the headquarters of the Seven- 
teenth Assembly District Socialist 
Party. Here the procession halted, and 
the men, with cries of ‘‘ Let’s wreck the 
place’’ and ‘‘Kill the SBolsheviki,”’ 
surged into the building.

THE CALL TO DUTY. 
The address of 2v0 ieading Amer- 


Joan citizens calling upon the Senate 


to ratify the Peace Treaty without 
amendment and without delay is a 
timely exhortation to duty. It rings 
out like a clarion. Men of all parties 
and men prominent in the affairs of 
the country make this appeal, and 
women “of national reputation join 
them. They are representative. They 
speak the thought of millions of pa- 
triotic Americans who are weary of 
the temporizing and obstructive‘ tac- 
tics of Senators and fear that, 
although Germany. lost the war, it 


“may win the peace. 


The signers of the address have at 
heart only the welfare and good name 
of America, and. they are concerned 
about the security and reconstruction 
of Europe, the peace of the world, 
strong based and enduring. They 
care nothing about partisan advan- 
tage. They are looking-beyond the 
elections of 1920 into the future. De- 
ploring the ‘* state of nervous strain, 
tension, and unrest''’ here as well as 
in Europe, the discontent, the panic 
fears of people, the wars that still 
continue, the want and suffering of 
the little nations, they warn the 
Senate that ‘‘ the perils of the prés- 
ent ’’ may become ‘* the deadly dan- 
gers of the near future,’’ and point 
out that, while clarifying reservations 
are not objectionabie, amendments 
would reopen the treaty negotiations. 
**The American people,’’ they say, 
** cannot, after a victorious war, per- 
** mit its Government to petition Ger- 
** many, which has accepted the 
** Treaty, for its consent to changes 
So say patriotic 
American men and women every- 
where.” This statement of the case 
is unanswerable. 
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MR. BULLITT’S DISCLOSURES. 

The large drafts upon his stores of 
confidential information which Mr. 
BULuiTT put at the service of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee sup- 
ply fresh capital for the political ene- 
mies of the Treaty and of the Presi- 
,dent. The obstructionists will make 
the fullest possible use of these dis- 
closures, and no man can justly blame 
them for it. They were in great luck 
to discover in Mr. Bu.iusrr an em- 
ployé of the American Peace Mission, 
strangely enough a trusted employé, 
certificated by Colonel Hovsz, who

/parted to him under conditions which 


most men—we do not say all men— 
would have regarded as those of con- 
fidence. 

Censure of Mr. Buuurrr would be 
unreasonable. In making this use of 
the opportunities that were put in his 
way he acted conscientiously, accord- 
ing to the principles of his sect. He 
was sent by the PreMident upon a 


. Inission of ‘inquiry to Russia. He 
‘made a report which was not ap- 


Proyed, the) publication of which, 


. therefore, was expressly interdicted by 


the President. From that report he 
read extracts for the benefit of the 
Preaident’s opponents. With extraot- 


‘dimary freedom and frankness Secre- 


tary of State Lansina discussed the 
work of the Peace Council with him 
ina private conversation, of which 
Mr, Buutrrr promptly dictated to his 
nographer a report on memoran- 
which he read to the Foreign 

ons Committee. He received 
a House, ‘‘ as & souvenir,’’ 


of German money for the betrayal of 
his country; it was in pursuance of 
this principle that Bolsheviki dis- 
closed the treaties Russia had made 
with other countries. Mr. Bunurrr’s 
sympathy with the Soviet Government 
its well known, it is disclosed in his 
report. It was natural, it was in- 
evitable, therefore, that he should con- 
sider himself not tn the least bound 
by the obligation of confidence which 
gentlemen of non-Bolshevist notigns 
cf honor would have sacredly re- 
spected. , 

These disclosures will be, of course, 
embarrassing to the President in his 
efforts to secure the ratification of the 
Treaty; they strengthen his-enemies, 
they are an obstacle in the way of his 
supporters who’ have labored faith- 
fully to.aid his great cause. They are 
awkward, exceedingly awkward, for 
the Secretary of State unless he is in 

a, position to deny having expressed 
those views of the Treaty of which 
the President’s enemies will proceed 
to. make effective use. But the 
sponsibility rests upon those who: put 
trust in Mr. Buiurrr, who employed 
him for a confidential mission or for 
lany other purpose en earth. He is 
one of that altogether too numerous 
class of worshippers at the shrine of 
radicalism and social revolution who 
have been summoned to fill posts in 
departments at Washington or to as- 
sume duties abroad, upon whose se- 
lection for such’ trusts. sober-minded 
Americans have looked with increas- 
ing amazement and concern. Mr. BuL- 
Lit?’s ravening of the hands that have 
fed him 1s the natural penalty of mis- 


placed confidence.

THE REIGN OF LAW. 

Advised by the Attorney General of 
Massachusetts that the posts deserted 
by the “ striking ’’ Boston policemen 
are vacant, Police Commissioner Cur- 
Tis will fill the vacancies presumably 
‘rom the “eligible iMst’ of the Civil 
Service Commission. The .first de- 
serters who asked for reinstatement 
were suspended. : 

A deserting soldier of the commu- 
nity, a faithless soldier of law and 
order, ought to be punished. Cer- 
tainty, he cannot be forgiven and re- 
stored to a duty which he has fled 
from and a post which he has for- 
feited. He has broken his oath. . He 
should pay at least the penalty of 
‘osing a place of which he has proved 
himself unworthy. 

Organized. labor. is. disgusted with 
the revels of crime that. these de- 
serters brought on by seeking its sup- 
port, by desiring to appeal to an ex- 
terior jurisdiction and disobeying their 
lawful ‘master, the- representative of 
the public. Let them come back, says 
organized labor, not too enthusias- 
tically. 

They cannot return, unpunished, 
and be paid again by the community 
they. have betrayed and:-deserted. 
There can be no compromise with 
public servants who refused to serve, 
and who brought Boston to the edge 
of anarchy. What confidence gould 
the law-abiding people of Boston have 
in soldiers of the law who mutinied 
against it and gave the city up to law- 
lessness? 

Governor Cootmpcze, Mayor PETERS, 
Commissioner Curtis have had‘\a 
stern public duty to perform. They 
have performed it well. They will 
continue to perform it well. It has 
been given to them to assert an indis- 
pensable right, the right of the com- 
munity, the city, the State, to unin- 
terrupted protection by the sworn of- 
ficers of the law, obedient to their 
lawful superiors. Neither organized 
|Jabor, nor organized or unorganized 
lawlessness, nor the private wishes or 
grievances of public servants weigh 
a feather against the steady reign of 
law. Boston is giving Bolshevism a 
salutary lesson; and everywhere men 
and women of good-will applaud and 
thank her.

The Commissioner admits a rub in 
the’ fact that fresh immigration from 
Europe has fallen off. Since the 
armistice 7,281 more people have left 
us than have arrived. In a single 
month, June, thé excess of emigra- 
tion was 4,126. The total figure is 
95,228, as against 578,998 for the 
same period five years ago. And of 
these 05,228 a large proportion are 
Mexicans. and Japanese. From any 
point of view the showing is far from 
bright; but the most disquieting fea- 
ture of the situation is the quality of 
the present immigration. We admit 
Mexicans and Japanese somehow 
thelr way in; “and we refuse 
passports te unassimilable natives of 
Central and Southern Eurdpe who are 
eager to leave us, But we make no 
intelligent effort to attract immi- 
grants from the countries of Northern 
and Western Europe, who have shown 
capacity for understanding our in- 


re-| stitutions and becoming of value not 


merely as workers but as citizens.

THE HOHENZOLLERN ANABASIS. 

Mr. Huco Preuss, sometime Ger- 
man Secretary of State for the In- 
terior, is moved and grieved, at great 
length and heat, bythe demand of 
the Peace Conference that the Ger- 
man Constitution forbid the annexa- 
tion of German Austria-to Germany. 
That annexation would be “*‘ a severe 
burden,’’ it would bring ‘* tremendous 
sacrifices ’' on Germany, cries Mr. 
Preuss with delightful. humor, but 
Germany as the capital of altruism 
would sacrifice herself. Of such 
** wonderful importance to the young 
**German democracy ’’ would this 
Austrian accession be! Such “a 
‘* moral strengthening of the Repub- 
‘lic of Germany "'! 

Of the democracy of the young 
German democracy, of: the repub- 
licanism of the Republic of Germany, 
Tet us hope as much and say as little 
as we can. About strengthening of 
German republicanism by the addition 
of the Austrian Germans, a witness or 
two may be heard. The first is Mr.’ 
AUSTERLITZ, long one of the editors 
of the Vienna Arbeiter Zeitung, a 
forbidden journal, we believe, in Ger- 
many. He said in the Winter of 1917 
that the Germans of Austria, the Ger- 
man bourgeoisie of Austria, ‘‘ have 
the feeling "’ that ‘“‘ every step to- 
** ward democracy leads to national 
“misery. * * * They want us to 
‘f renounce democracy, to renounce 
** universal suffrage.'’ A little more 
than a year ago a Czech Deputy in 
the-Reichsrat, Dr. STransxy of Mo- 
ravia, said, with perfect clairvoyance, 
of the German Austrians, that they 
** are already preparing their Anabasis 
to the Hohenzollerns.’’ Austrian 
Germans are still sighing for 
their Anabasis to the Hohenzol- 
lerns. ‘' Democracy,’’ ‘* republican- 
ism,’’ mere counters of obfuscation 
to Mr. Preuss, can’t hide the charac- 
ter of the Anabasis that Germany and 
German Austria hanker for.

We are pulling out in 
North Russia, the British are-pulling 
cut. Therd never were enough 
Frenchmen to count. The Japanese 
restricted their forces because we were 
afraid to have them send too many 
men. The allied policy toward Japan 
has been as hesitant and fluctuating as 
toward Russia. The scuttle policy to 
which the Allies are evidently coming 

can have only_one result, and that is 
to- leave the ultimate fate of Biberia 
in the hands of Japan, a nation 
which has sufficiently indicated its in- 
terest in having as much to say about 
Siberia as possible. Senator JonNson, 
who hates Japan and loves China so 
ardently, might be interested in view- 
ing the results of his activities ten 
years hence if they should prove suc- 
cessful. If he has his way and our 
troops leave not only European but 
Asiatic Russia, and, ag now seems 
likely, Japan extends its sway Over 
Russia, it will be due to the fact that 
no real policy has ever been explained 
or declared in opposition to his -igno- 
rant and reckless campaign.

A new official world’s altitude record 
for pilot and one passenger was made 
at-Dayton, Ohio, on Sept. 6, when. Major 
Rudolph W. Schroeder climbed to 28,500 
feet jn a Lepere biplane equipped with 

-@ 400 horse power Liberty motor, ac- 

cording to announcement. made’ yester- 
day by the Contest Committee of the 
American Flying Club, which had 
charge of the recent New. York-Toronto 
contest. The announcement followed 
the ‘receipt..and homologation of ' data 
and bafograph charts sent by Colonel 
Thurman H. Bane, Chief of the Army 
Airplane Engineering Division at Mc- 
Cook Field, Dayton. . The certified army 
Teports. were forwarded to the club. for 
examination, and when found accept- 
able; the record was granted to Major 
Schroeder. 

This new mark of 28,500 feet greatly 
surpasses the former two-man altitude 
record held by Captain Lang of the 
Royal Air Force, who ascended to 27,300 
feet on Jan. 2, 1919, in a 375 horse 
power English biplane. No official fig- 
ures have been received in this country 
yet in regard to the. reported altitude 
climb of Adjutant Casale, who, with one 
passenger, according to unofficial re- 
ports, broke previous records. last June. 
Until official proof of this flight is re- 
celved by the Contest Committee of the 
American Flying Club; Major Schroed- 
er’s record will, stand as the world’s 
record for pilot pnd passenger, it was 
annouriced. % 

The recent one-man ‘flight of Roland 
Rohlfs over Long. Island, when he was 
reported to have made a height of 31,000 
feet, has never been made official, it 
was added,

Major Schroeder 
found the compressor consumed only 5 
or 10 per cent of the: engine’s horge 
power, while at 15,000 feet altitude jt 
edded=40 per cent to the power-plant’s 
effectivenéss.

“The super-compressor is a device to
